Arizonan Moves 
1 Closer to Victory 
On First Ballot

SAN FRANCISCO, July 
14 — SesDi.-- -Barry .Goldwater 
moved inevitably tonight 
toward a first ballot nomi- 
nation as the Republican 
presidential candidate after 
a giant demonstration here 
on his behalf.
